The 
interior ofiice at Washington 


has never been Traa from blaino in its 
rulings. Even when Mr. Schuiz WHO 
eeoretary, tho railways und lanflsrabbers 
seemed to have the advantage in thai 
department of tho Kovernmoct. Here 
are soma facia tbut may eld the reader in 
arrmoc at a fair conclusion m regard to 
tha matter: 


In 1875 the supreme court pas ed on a 


caiein whiA tho laud office bad actually 
patented us indemnity to a railroad u part 
of tLe Usage ludiau reservation in Kan- 
aaal The court held thattbeeela'ida had 
never passed by the grant to tho railroad 
company, but wera reatrvcd. and exc&ptoil 
out of if, sud Ibat the patents tad beeu 
wrongfnlly issued. Jastioo Davis o;itd 
clearly 
and dtfionely that tho only 


purpose of tho iccletamty provision was 
to mate gooa to tho rouU toses wUicti 
ooourred "between the date of tho grant 
and thu locution of the road." ilcuce, of 
course, mdenimty ovuld nut b« allowed 
for laudu specially reserved or disposed 
of by the government before thu grant to 
the railroad was made. The auuoauee- 
mflDt of. this ruling compelled an aband- 
onment of the practice previously iire- 
vmling in the land office', and for a time

ring, however, Boon managed to uc-ouro 
oorrnpt department rulings hedging in 
an3 limiting t!ie supremo court deaisiou. 
Aa the court hod before it only the O.-i- 
aga Indian lunds, the laaguage used by 
tho judges applied only to reservations, 
although, ot course, the principle laid 
down covered preemptions pud homt- 
stead entries us 'veil. .Nevertheless, money 
and meann were found to restore the 
oorrnpt old rule in part, and, while in- 
demnity Tvas not allowed where lands 
Lad been reserved by act ot congress, it 
was awarded where they had beeti taken 
under government sale or preemption.

Ho has been compelled to flRht Mr.

IVmrj. Tho laws and regulations (jovoni- 
;ng tho arir.y, however, aro clearly dcflncd 
and comprehensive, and many of them have 
remained unchanged slr.co tho founding of 
tho Government. Like all of Gaul 
the 


geographical limits ol' military jurisdiction 
aro divided into three parts, known us tho 
military divisions of tlio Atlantic, tho Mis- 
souri and tho Pacific, each commanded by 
a Afiijor-Generul ol tho army. These grand 
divisions comprise tho ivholo territory of 
the country. Tho division headquarters arc 
at Governor's Island, Chicago and San 
Francisco, respectively. The army consists 
of twenty-five regiments of infantry, ten of 
cavalry, and rlvo or arUJlcry, a battalion of 
engineers, consisting of i'our companies, 
and a detachment of orcnanoo. Tho Ninth 
and Tenth regiments of cavalry and the 
Twenty-fourth and Tvvei-t}--flftli regiments 
of infantry aro colored soldiers. . Thoso 
regiments aro in all respects on tho same 
military footing as all othors. Tho non- 
commissioned officers aro selected and pro- 
moted from tho ranks of their oivn regi- 
ments and tho commissioned officers are 
assigned to tho regiments as vacancies 
occur. Each colored regimen: has a chap- 
lain. 


A detailed description of tho duties of 


aoidiors, oven in peace times, would require 
too much time and space, but a frenerai idea 
of tho daily routine will correct the errone- 
ous impression so generally entertained 
that a soldier's life is ono of idleness. Eo- 
vcilJo is sounded at or near sunrise, the ex- 
act timo varying somewhat at different 
posts.

Men are detailed for guard duty with such 


frequency as tho strength of tho force at 
tho post where they are stationed renders 
necessary. There are throe reliefs of a pre- 
scribed number of men, with one corporal 
'a each, relief and one sergeant of the guard. 
Two hours on one post and four hoars off, 
during the tour or twenty-four hours, is the 
unvarying routine. Each sentinel is in- 
structed by tho officer of the guard, who is 
a Lieutenant, under authority of i-lic ofllccr 
of the duy, "to taho charge of this post and 


11 Government property in view; salu'.c all 
5fllccrs according to rank; in case of fire- 
alarm the guard," and such other orders ^s 
arc deemed necessary aro fjivcii. 
Tlio or- 


der is given to Lho sentry on No. 1 "to turn 
out tho guard for all general ofllcci-s, tho 
commanding ofilcer, tho oCIccr of tho day, 
and for all armed parties." Any breach of 
discipline while on guard is an aggravation 
of tho offense, and it behooves the soldier to 
liaro his wits about him and to atlcnd strict- 
ly to duty during his tour. Guard duty is, 
like tho reading of tho Koran, an eudloss 
task. 


Our military posts aro in many instances 


Isolated communities in themselves, and in, 
many respects as different from civilian, 
settlements or villages as can well bo imag- 
ined. Thero aro post-schoo'.s, at which en- 
listed soldiers can, if so disposed, pick up a 
fair common-school education during oco 
term of enlistment. Tho subject of compul- 
sory education in tho army has been ex- 
haustively discussed of late, and so accom- 
plished an officer as Breve: Miijor-Genoral 
James B. Fry has given it aa his opinion 
that enlisted men should not bo compelled 
against their wills- to attend post schools. 
About ton years ago James A. Garfield and 
Robert Schenck, while serving on the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs in tho House of 
Representatives, prepared a clause in tho 
revised statutes, section 1,231, which after- 
ward beearao a law, and which is as follows: 


''Schools1 shull bo established u; all posts, 


garrisons or permanent oumpg, at TrhlcU tbo 
onlistod'mcn may ho Instructed la tho common 
English branches ol education; and especially 
la tho history ot tho United States; and tho 
Secretary or War may detail such offlcers and 
onllfltoUmcn as.may bo nocossary to carry out 
this provision, etc. 
. 


. School hours for soldiers aro from half an 
hoar after retreat until tattoo roll-call. The 
post schools are not ttt present kept tip to 
tho standard of excollenco intended by tho 
provisions of. the law, and at many posts 
tho letter of the.law alone is observed. 


Tho mon of tho army have various amuse- 


ments, which, however, vary much, at dif- 
ferent • posts. 
Amateur theatricals and 


musical performances aro of frequent oc- 
currence at some during the winter months. 
Tho post and tho company libraries aro 
sources of comfort to soldiers, and gym- 
nastic exercises, fiold sports and athletic 
games servo to amuse them. Marksmanship 
may bo said to have begun with, tho advent 
of tho foreign team that came here fifteen 
years ago. 
Such development of sharp- 


shooting as followed has 
rarely 
bean 


known until now. 
Marksmen and sharp- 


shooters predominate in tho ranks of tho 
army. The practical life of a soldier and 
the technical studios necessary to a thor- 
ough knowledge of his duties arc far greater 
and more exhaustive than is generally un- 
derstood.
